PUSHING THE STREETER CASES. 


Lincoln Park Board Makes Charges and 
| the Captain Is to Be Arrested—A 
Hearing on Saturday.

Lincoln Park officials have made new 
charg es against the men who served the 

District of Lake Michigan” last Friday 
night, and today intend to bring charges of 
conspiracy Captain Streeter. Cap- 
tain Streeter, however, says he is able to 
take care of himself and denies that he was 
directly concerned in the land-grabbing 
soheme. He says he will bring charges 
against Justice Hamburgher of malfeasance 
in office. 

Against four of the men already arrested 
the Park board has brought charges of as- 
sault with deadly weapons with intent to 
kill, Niles already is charged with the same 
crime by the city police, but the park offi- 
cials will probably make the same charge 
against him on their own account. General 
McCartney, the attorney for the Lincoln 
Park board, and President Herman B. Wick- 
ersham of that body declare that the park 
officials intend to prosecute the prisoners 
with vigor. The penalty for the crimes with 
which the men are charged is imprisonment 
for not more than fourteen years. 

The followers of Captain Streeter are now 
in jail, where they doubtless will remain 
unti! next Saturday, when their cases will 
be considered by Justice Kersten. If the 
men are released some one will be obliged to 
sign ball bonds amounting to $80,000. 

The cases of the six prisoners came before 
Justice Kersten yesterday morning. There 
were éleven charges against Niles and seven 
against each of the five others. Lawyer 
Lawrence Harmon appeared for the pris- 
oners. General McCartney, Assistant State's 
Attorney Fake, Assistant City Attorney 
Fyffe, Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Neil- 
son, and President Wickersham of the Lin- 
coln Park board appeared as prosecuting 
attorneys. Lawyer Harmon announced that 
he questioned the jurisdiction of the court 
because the alleged offense had been com- 
mitted outside the boundaries of the State. 
A continuance was asked for until Sa 
and granted. . 

The question of the jurisdiction of the Illi- 
nois courts did not come up at tre last 
Streeter trial, and Justice Hamburgher held 
at the beginning of the case that inasmuch 
as a change of venue had been taken to his 
court by the defense his jurisdiction had 
been admitted. This year it has been de- 
cided to fight the case almost entirely on 
the ground of jurisdiction.
